HARDY AND EASY TO GROW WILD VIOLETS. 


Tall Yellow — grows in sun or shade, has black veinings —

*Large blue-self sowing. beautiful blue flowers in spring — will grow in sun or 
shade, and can stand neglect — 35c eaeh, 3 for 75c, 10 for $2.25.

Lady Fern (28) for rich soil, shade. 

Florist Fern (24) Stays green all year, loves shade and leaf mould or rich soil 
or rotted wood mixed in. 

*Maidenhair Fern (16) for ordinary soil and shade, easy to grow. 

Long Beech Fern (12) best in rich soil and shade, spreads. 
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*Oak Fern (6) grows in leaf mould or soil rich in organic matter. 
Rattlesnake Fern (12) will grow in any rich soil and shade. 
*Sensitive Fern (8) for any rich soil and shade or sun, or wet soil. 
*Polypody Fern (7) grows best on large rocks or boulders in 1 or 2 inches of 
leafmould and soil mixed, and part shade or full sun.

Aquatic plants that are easy to grow near water or in it, or in moist soil in shade 
or part sun, or even in full sun. 
Arrowleaf - white flowers, grows from bulbs the size of bird eggs and easy to 
grow — 55c each, 3 for $1.20.

These flowers do best in sun to part shade. They are hardy and being peren- — 
nials, will come up year after year. 

*Anemone (9) for any kind of soil in wet or dry, White — 30c each, 3 for 75c. 

Great Willow Herb; Firetop-pinkish purple flowers in the reminder of phlox, 
3’ tall — 35c each, 3 for 75c. 

*Columbine (12) for rich or poor soil, red with yellow heart, fern like leaves —

*Gentian, Blue bottle (12) a nice and lovely blue flower for wet or dry ground

* Anemone (4) small purple tinged flowers from very thin fleshy roots, in time, 
will make clumps of many stems. — 35c each, 3 for 80c, and 10 for $1.75. 

* Arbutus, Trailing (6) Evergreen trailer with the first fragrant flowers of early 
spring, makes dense mats in sandy, acid soil, make soil acid by adding 
acid peat moss or oak bark.

Banberry, Red (15) white flowers followed by red berries on red stems, easy and 
hardy in shady spot.
